That the Contra Costa ccunty ine 
dustrial facilities are being recogniz- 
ed throughout the country was indi- 
cated here yesterday by the receipt 
at the Santa #e railroad yards of 
135 freight car loads of criide sul- 
phur destined to Nichols near Bay 
Point.
